PAY  INCREASES  FOR  ESPECIALLY  MERITORIOUS  SERVICE 

The  following  is  a  quotation  from  the  latest  instructions  relative  to  pay  increases 
for  especially  meritorious  service: 

"Since  pay  increases  in  recognition  of  efficiency  and  service  are  mandatory  under 
the  law  and  Executive  Orders,  high  efficiency  alone  is  not  deemed  to  be  sufficient 
reason  for  pay  increases  in  recognition  of  especially  meritorious  service.  Other 
circumstances,  such  as  cooperation,  loyalty,  long  and  faithful  service,  and  punc- 
tuality must  be  eliminated  from  consideration  since  they  are  virtues  expected 
in  any  satisfactory  employee.  Neither  should  a  meritorious  promotion  be 
granted  in  a  case  where  the  employee's  position  should  be  allocated  to  a  higher 
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grade.  If  a  promotion  has  been  granted  since  the  cause  for  a  meritorious  pro- 
motion occurred,  no  meritorious  promotion  should  be  granted  in  the  new  grade." 

In  submitting  recommendations  for  especially  meritorious  promotions,  inspec- 
tors and  others  in  charge  should  designate  specifically  the  period  when  the  work 
that  forms  the  basis  of  the  recommendation  was  done  and  should  give  a  detailed 
account  of  it. 

The  following  standards  are  representative  of  the  type  of  performance  which 
would  warrant  granting  of  a  promotion  for  especially  meritorious  services: 

1.  "The  employee  has  displayed  outstanding  initiative  in  the  performance 
of  his  regular  duties,  or  has  devised  new  and  improved  methods  of  performing 
the  work,  such  improvements  resulting  in  substantial  advantage  to  the 
Government." 

2.  "The  employee  has,  within  regular  hours,  established  a  unique  record  for 
quantity  and  quality  of  work  done." 

3.  "The  employee  has  performed  an  act  or  service  of  unusual  value  above  and 
beyond  the  call  of  duty." 

Officials  in  charge  are  reminded  that  all  classes  of  employees  who  meet  the 
standards  named  or  equally  high  standards  are  eligible  to  promotion  for  meri- 
torious services. 

NOTE  REGARDING  BOOK  "LIVESTOCK  FARMING" 

A  book  of  310  pages  entitled  "Livestock  Farming"  has  been  prepared  by  William 
Jackson  of  the  Bureau's  Animal  Husbandn7  Division  at  the  request  of  the  United 
States  Armed  Forces  Institute.  This  book  is  one  of  a  series  prepared  for  use 
in  correspondence  courses,  open  only  to  persons  in  any  branch  of  the  armed 
forces.  The  Bureau  received  only  a  few  copies  for  official  use  by  key  personnel 
and  regrets  that  it  cannot  comply  with  requests  for  this  book.  Nor  is  it  for  sale 
by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents  of  the  Government  Printing  Office.  Em- 
ployees who  receive  requests  for  this  book  should  advise  civilian  applicants 
that  copies  have  been  placed  in  the  Department's  main  library  and  in  libraries 
of  Land  Grant  colleges  and  State  experiment  stations.  Members  of  the  armed 
forces  who  inquire  about  the  book  may  be  referred  to  the  United  States  Armed 
Forces  Institute,  Madison,  Wis.,  in  case  they  are  unable  to  obtain  information 
from  their  respective  military  units.

There  is  also  need  for  spare  copies  of  Service  and  Regu- 
latory announcements  of  the  following  issues:  September  1935,  January  1942, 
and  September  1942.
